Latter Declares Duke Endeared 
Himself to Canadians by His 
Democracy © 


Ottawa, June 11,—On the motion of 
Premier Borden, seconded by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, parliament this 
morning adopted a farewell address 
to Their Royal Highnesses, the Duke 
and Duchess of Connaught, regrettlig 
their approaching departure from the 
Dominion and, in words of high 
praise, expressing appreciation of par- 
liament and the Canadian people of 
the splendid services they have rea- 
dered the Dominion, 

Premier Borden, in opening, pointed 
out that with the growth and develop- 
ment of the overseas dominions the 
powers and the responsibilities ot par- 
HNaments have continually increased, 
so that with certain limitations the 
Empire is today a federation of sister 
nations, united by the ties of a com- 
mon and undivided allegiance. He 
said that Canada had been fortunate 
from the first in the selection of the 
men called to fill the office of gover- 
nor-general, 

Came Three Years Ago. 

“Nearly three years ago,’ ‘ continued 
Mr. Border, “the Duke of Connaught 

came to our shores as governor-gen- 
eral of Camada, It was by no means 
his first visit to this country, for he 
had served with his regiment at Mont-

had set their mark upon its history. 
“As governor he has had unqualified 


opportunity of studying and under- 
standine all that has been accom- 
plished im the great march of events 


He brought 
with him the record of a distinguished 
and honorable career in the pubtic 
serviee as a soldier and diplomat, 
That career enabled him to know and 
to realize the Empire, to comprehend 
its wonderful power and its still more 
wonderful possibilities, and to under- 
stand the forces that served to unice 
its vast dominion in allegiance. 

Touk Post at Request of Late. King, 

“l am convinced that his course as 
constitutional representative of His 
Majesty will add additional lustre ‘o 
tnat record. He undertook the great 
responsibjlity uv. tae office which he 
now holds at the personal request of 
King Edward VIL, whose high = ex- 
ample and deyetion to duty and in the 
constitutional discharge of the res- 
ponsibiltties of the Crown has found 
its counterpart in the course which 
His Royal Highness has pursued 48 
governor-general of this Dominion, 

The premier observed that the duke 
had availed himseif to the fullest ex- 
tent of the opportunity which had 
been offered h¥m of studying the con- 
ditions of their national life and | of 
observing and understanding the 
ideals and aspirations by which it'was 
animated, which, owing to the extent 
of the territory, was a great task, 

A Great Optimist,” 

“To accomplish all that he desired,” 
added the premier, “His Royal High- 
ness has not spared himself, and he 
may be assured «vat his visits will be 
held in happy remembrance by our 
people tn every province trom the At- 
lantic tathe Pacific. He has assocl- 
ated himself with sympathy and in- 
deed with enthusiasm in all that 
would be advantageous to this coun- 
try and as to the future he has been 
an optimist amidst a nation of opil- 
mists.”” 

‘Mr. Borden referred to the deep 
sympathy of the people of Canada at 
the time of the serious illne ss of the 
Duchess of Connaught. “In offering 
our very sincere congratulations,” said 
the premier, “that Her Royal High- 
ness has made such a complete re- 
covery of her health, we trust that 
she and the Princess Patricia, who, 
with equal tact and graciousness has 
wiso endeared herself to our people, 
may retain the Kindest reme mbrance 
of their sojourn in this dominion, °¢, 

Admired For His Mantiness. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that it 
would be ungrateful on the part of 
the Canadian people if they did not 
take advantage of ev opportunity 
to testify to the deep regret caused by 
the early departure of Their Royal 
Highnesses from Canada, This was 
not so much because of the fact that 
we ure going to lose the services of a 
prince of the royal blood. but for the 
higher reason, that we are about to 
lose the services of a, man who has 
proved himself to be a man in every 
sense of the word, The Canadian peo- 
ple are evidently a democratic people 
and the pomp ahd’ ceremony which 
surrounds royalty does litde or noth- 
ing to imerease our réspect for 
crown. ‘But the Canadian people ap- 
preciated those domestic virtues and 
solid qualities which ere tue charac- 
teristics of Their Royal Highnesses. 
On all occasions the Duke of Con- 
naught has been approachable, coua- 
siderate and willing to oblige. He was 
always the first to forget the fine rank 
in which he was born, the thing which 
more than anything else finpressed 
the public mind, was his unswerving 
devotion to duty, Jt was evident from 
the day he landed in Canada that he 
did not intend te perform his duties 
in any "perfanctory munner, but with 
cheerfulness and alacrity and with a 
determination to take a real heart in 
our public life, With that end in view 
he visited all parts of the Dominion. 

Tribute To Duchess. 

Sir Wilfrid then spoke in high terms 
ofthe Duchess of Connaught, who, in 
spite of tl-health, had taken a great 
interest in the Canadian people and 
affairs: It had been said that the Ul- 
health of Her Royal Highness was 
due to the rigors of the Canadian cli- 
mate, but the Wuke of Connaught said 
that this was not so.
